Table 2 shows. that the number of persons occupied in civilian capacities de- 
creased by 151,500 (545%) between July 1939 and Merch 1944, Males so occupied decreased 
by 273,000 (13.07), the decline in the number of males in rural industry being 106,600 
(21.2%) while those in other industries fell by 185,400 (105%). There were increases of 
19,700 (98.5%) in females in rural industry and 176,300 (35,3%) in other industries (excl- 
uding private domestic service). The number of females engaged in private domestic 
service decreased by 74,500 (59.8%). 


The number of persons occupied as cmploycrs and self-oempiovyers decreasod by 
208,900 (30.9%) during the period July, 1939 to farch, 1944, while the number occupied as 
wage and salary earners increased by 57,400 (2.8%), a decrease of 96,000 (6.4%) in malc 
wage and salary earners being accompanicd by an increase of 153,400 (27.1%) in the females. 
Net enlistments in the Forces increased by 715,800 so that the total increase in occupied 
persons was 564,300 (Males 393,700 and females 170,600).

The employer and sclf-employod group (column 2, Table 1) shows a heavy 
decline during the war due to enlistments in the forces and transfers to wago-carning 
occupations. 


Sufficient date are not available to present the foregoing completo analysis 
at monthly intervals. The remainder of this survey deals vrimarily with statistics of 
enlistments end discharges and wage and salary earners in omployment.

Table 3 shows, as at the ond of July, 1939, July, 1941, Novembcr, 1941, Juno, 
1942, and recent months, tho estimetcd number of persons omployed as wage and selary 
Garners and net cnlistments in the Defence Forces. For certain dates there are also 
shown rural and domestic employment cand total occupicd persons (including employers, otc.) 


See Scction 3 of this Survey for latest available dctails of nct onlistmonts 
in the various arms of the Scrvices since the outbreak of war. Figures as to onlistmonts 
are in process of revision end the figures hercin will be amended when check is complete. 


Net cnlistmcnts in thc Defence Forces reached 2 peak of 745,000 (males 697,100 
end fomales 47,900) in Septomber, 1943 cand the total of Forcos and wage and salary 
earriers employed (cacluding rural end houschold domestic) roaeched a peak in October, 1943, 
The total in Octobor, 1943, of 2,655,000 (malcs 1,967,000 and fomales 688,000) declined 
in the following elevon months by 41,400 (males 37,500 and fomales 3,900). The Forces 
declined by 36,20Q males in the Forces decreasing by 35,700 ond fomeles by 500, f& high 
proportion of men roloasod from the Forces have reverted to rural industry (but there are 
no momthly statistics of employment in rural industry) and some have become employers or 
returncd to their own businesses in non-rurcl industry «nd are no longer covered by month 
ly statistical collccticns, (Soc Tables 10 and 11 in Fart 4.)

Total occupied manpower (Col.11) increesed by 14,300 between June 1943 and 
Merch 1944, while the normsl growth in number of brendwinnors was 20,400. This indicates 
a reduction in the numbers of persons who entered cmployment during the war but who, in 
normal timos, would not heve becn seeking paid omploymont (Col. 7, Table 1). 


During the throe months ended September, 1944, total wage and sclary earners in 
employment (excluding rural and houschold domestic) es shom in Col. 5 Table 3 increased 
by only 600, an increase of 2,600 females being accompanied by a decrease of 2,000 males. 
Net enlistmonts of both males and females declined during the quarter, males by 8,200 
and females by 1,200 (Column 6). Gross enlistments increased during the querter by nearly 
8,700 males and 1,600 fomales (roflecting tho approximate intake of new recruits) but 
discharges during the querter were about 17,000 malos and 2,800 females. About 28% 
of men discharged in September quarter and immediately olecod went to rurel industry and 
e further 10% to their own businesses in non-rural industry, but there is no precise 
method of measuring the increase taking place from month to month in the figures in Col. 8 
(rurel employees) or in employers and workers on own account (included in Col.l11). For 
details of discharges and enlistments sec sections 3 and 4. During October, 1944 the 
monthly rate of discharges increased to 10,000. 


Governmental munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding (which is exclusive of 
munitions menufacture under contract) reached a peak employment lewel (131,700) in May, 
1943 and by Septembor, 1944, hed declined by 33,500 (meles 18,700 and females 14,800). 
Most of this decline hes occurred since Cabinet decided to modify the munitions programme 
as from October, 1943. "Other Factories" have expanded sinco October last (meles +7,0003; 
females -1,900; persons +5,100). Detailed figures of Government employment are given in 
Tables 4 and 4A below. "211 Othor™ employment (excl. rursl etc.) is showing an upward 
trond.

During September quarter there wes an incroase in gross enlistments of melos 
of 8,659 or 2,886 per month. Net onlistments (i. 5, gross less discharges) showed a de- 
crease of 8,157 or 2,719 per month, Tho decrease occurred in the Army. The Nevy and 
Air Force showed ecaess of 435 (112 psr mont pie nd 2,257 (752 por month). 


Net enlistments in the women's Services decreased by 1,162 during the quarter

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4, DISCHARGES FROM THE FORCES. 


At the request of tho Director Goneral of Manpower, individual particulars of 
men and women discharged from the Forees into civil lifc as from the 8th November, 1943, 
have been analysed in spccific detail from particulars obtained in respect of cach indiv- 
idual from Forms Demob. 1(a) at time of dischargo. It should be noted that: 


(1) The gross number of discherges as recorded on returns of the Services show 
the relevant numbers in the month in which discharges are effected, They include 
men transferring to other Services, and may also include men transferred to comm= 
issioned rank within the samo Service. 


(2) Discharged pcrsonnol covered by the following tables represent those for 
whom Form Demob. i(a) has beon received by the Commonwealth Statistician from Deputy 
Directors General of Manpower. They include only sencourc ‘1 discharged into civil 
life. It is not yet certain that all personnel discharged into civil life actually 
completo Form Dcmob. i(a). 


(3) Discharged personnel nominally romain members of their Services until 
expiration of accrued leave and are shown es discharges in the Services' returns at 
the end of such leave. On the other hand, time of discharge as used in tabulating 
Form Demob. i(a) is taken as the date upon which the discharged person was able to 
resume Civilian svatus, It may antesdate or post-date by some weeks tho nominal 
date of discharge.
